The Flying Eaglet Gives 1 Hour Radio Talk 
on Coins - “The Happiness Exchange 
Radio Program” 


“Have no fear, somebody cares,” is “Big Joe Rosenfield Jr’s” 
opening lines in his nightly broadcast (7) nights a week, 12 mid- 
night to 3 A.M. on radio station WMGM (1050) on your dial. 
50,000 kilocycles brought this one hour talk, June 7th, as far west 
as Ohio, south to Florida, up the Eastern Coast, through Canada, 
Newfoundland and Nova Scotia.

proof set so I may explain to the radio listeners how they are made, 


the purpose and values. A number of interesting coins were brought | 


and displayed; they included the 1882 liberty nickel, a copper proof 
pattern, colonial coins, gold coins and a type set of early denomi- 
nations. As soon as the talk ended the switch board was loaded 
with inquiries and questions about coins and their values. Note the 
jar filled with coins and also a copy of the “Flying Eaglet” and 
Red Guide Book on the desk. 


“Big Joe” the director invited us to elaborate on the coin hobby 
in general, so that the radio listeners would understand the pur- 
pose and value of the huge collection that has been started 1 year 
ago for the “Happiness Exchange” Coin Collection Fund. To date 
some $4,000 in face value of all types of coins were contributed for 
this fund. The purpose is to accumulate a large and valuable col- 
lection, an endowment fund for the future. Years from now the 
proceeds derived from the fund will be used to further improve the 
“Happiness Exchange” foundation and help the unfortunate and 
needy.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded tine should 
have full liberty. 


6 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberiy 
is clear anc one-half of horn shows, a tue 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail snuws on hip. 

10 CENT MERUUJKY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on cos ciassed very gvod some 
fasces lines show, a fine coim suould have 
most all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a tew suggestions anda 
some advice. First, a coin guide buok is 
a must. They can be purchased tor 9i.v0 or 
more for helpful intormation: on care, 
condition, value, amount wunted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be 1ound 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coius. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are hanuy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins ao not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. 8. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress.

paper used in printing currency on the flatbed presses is furnished 
D - by the paper contractor in a mill-wet condition and is ready 
i nll rs printing when it is delivered to the Bureau. The moistened paper 
- 4 is first issued to plate printers for printing the backs of the notes. 

‘ The printing is accomplished on four-plate intaglio power presses. 

The engraved plates, moving counter-clockwise around the bed of 

the press, are covered with a film of ink by means of an ink roller 
» affixed to an ink fountain. Surplus ink on the surface of the plate 

is removed with the aid of an oscillating paper wiper, leaving the 
lines of the engraved design filled with ink. The plates then press 
under the polisher which removes the thin film of ink left from the 
initial wiping. An automatic feeder places distinctive currency 
paper on the plate in the correct position, one sheet at a time, until 
the plate moves forward and is gripped by an impression roller 
which, as it revolves, presses the paper down into the fine lines to 
pick up the ink. An automatic take-off and delivery device on the 
i other side of the press lifts the sheet from the plate and delivers 
it onto a tray. The paper is stored overnight in a humidor prepar- 
atory to the face printing by the same process on the following day. 
The sheets are later put through a sizing solution which lengthens 
the life of the currency making it more resistant to dirt, grease, 
and wear. Subsequently, the sheets are hydraulically pressed in 
order to give the notes a smooth, hard finish. The margins are then 
trimmed from the four sides of each sheet on specially-designed 
trimming machines. 

The final printing operation is accomplished on a two-color 
rotary press which overprints the seals, series year, signatures an:’ 
serial numbers on the 18-subject sheets in a simultaneous operation. 
The seal and serial numbers, as previously mentioned, are the same 
color for a particular class of work. The series year and signatures 
are always overprinted in black ink. After the sealing, numbering 
and signature overprinting operations, the sheets are trimmed and 
then separated into single notes by a guillotine cutting machine. 
The finished notes are then examined in units of 100 each. They are 
banded and wrapped in packages of 4,000 notes, except for the high 
denominations, which are packed in smaller units. In the event a 
regularly numbered note is imperfect, it is replaced by a “star” 
note. Star notes are exactly like the notes they replace except that 
an independent series of serial numbers are assigned.’On such cur- 
rency the star appears before the serial number on United States 
notes and silver certificates in place of the prefix letter, but on the 
Federal Reserve notes the star will be used to replace the suffix 
letter in each serial number. 

United States notes and silver certificates are delivered to a 
vault under the custody of the Treasurer of the United States. 
’ Federal Reserve notes are delivered to the Federal Reserve vault 

which is under the supervision of the Comptroller of the Currency. 

Every sheet of paper requisitioned for printing must be accoun- 

ted for. Sheets or notes which are found to be defective are can- 

- celed, scheduled, and delivered to an audit unit for verification and 
subsequent delivery to the Destruction Committee, under the juris- 
diction of the Office of the Treasurer of the United States, for final 
disposition. Accountability is maintained over each operating section 

. of the Bureau by means of a system of internal checks, Currency 
CO: (for 18-subject printing) is counted 12 times from its receipt 
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as blank sheets until it is delivered as finished notes to the offices 
of issue. 
Aside from the printing of the Nation’s paper currency, per- 
‘ ~ haps the work of the Bureau having the widest general appeal is 
the printing of postage stamps. In this work the type of printing 
used is “‘intaglio”, the same as for currency. The making of the 
plates for the printing of postage stamps follows the same process 
) as that described for the preparation of the plates for paper cur- 
rency. Therefore, postage stamps have much the same excellence in 
design, general appearance, and quality as currency.

At the present time more than ninety-five per cent of the 
postage stamps are being produced by the dry process on six new 
web-fed rotary presses five of which were purchased in 1955, and 
one previously manufactured according to Bureau design. Prior to 
the acquisition of these six presses, United States postage stamps 
had been produced by the wet process only. The Bureau will con- 
tinue to print the 170-subject stamps for coils and some 400-sub-

ject work by the wet process until its production program can be 
arranged to produce all stamps on the six dry printing presses. 
The Bureau developed the design for the “rotary web press” many 
years ago. But, in more recent years the research section of the 
Bureau designed the rotary web-fed press mentioned herein for 
use in experimental printing, and the new presses were manufac- 
tured by a private contractor with a design similar to this experi- 
mental model. A number of stamps have been produced on this ex- 
perimental press. Some of these are: 3c American Red Cross com- 
memorative stamp, series 1952, 3c Lewis and Clark Expedition com- 
memorative stamp, series 1954, the 1c, 114c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 5c, 6c, Te, 
9c, 10c, 20c, and 30c ordinary postage stamps, series 1954, and the 
20c special delivery stamp, series 1954. 


The five new rotary presses are capable of printing postage 
stamps of improved quality, as well as two to three times as fast 
as the older presses. Some of the old presses have been in use ap- 
proximately 45 years. The improved presses produce the stamps on 
a web of dry paper in one continuous operation, whereas on the 
older models the continuous web of paper was dampened by passing 
through a small tank of water mounted on each press which applied 
the proper amount of moisture for the intaglio printing from the 
engraved plates. After the impressions were made on the web from 
the two plates, the web of paper traveled over an electrically-heated 
chute to set the ink before the gum could be applied to the other 
side of the web. The web then passed through a heated oven on the 
press before the stamps were wound into a roll at the end of the 
press. 


Each plate for the new presses contains a complement of 200, 
280, 300, 360, 384, 400 or 432 identical engravings of the stamp to 
be printed. The beginning of this continuous operation is the inking, 
wiping and polishing of the two engraved plates which are mounted 
on a cylinder for rotary printing. The old presses were not equipped 
with polishers. Next the stamps are imprinted on the paper from 
each individual plate and the web travels through an electrically- 
heated oven to dry the ink after which the gum is applied and 
dried in the same manner as the ink but in another oven with which 
the press is equipped. This completes the printing process and the 
web is wound into a roll at the end of the press ready for further 
processing. The rolls of paper used for stamp printing on the new 
presses weigh approximately 400 pounds. Incidentally, the Bureau 
produces its own adhesive which is piped directly to the gum foun- 
tains on the rotary stamp presses in the production area. The gum 
is made by combining 64° dextrin (powdered corn starch) and 
36% water in large copper vats. The mixture is heated to a temper- 
ature of 120° F. The gum is kept at this temperature and is stirred 
constantly with an agitator until it is circulated to the press rooms. 


In 1957, the Bureau also acquired a multicolor printing press of 
foreign manufacture for use in producing stamps by the intaglio 
process in more than one color. This press has been used for print- 
ing the 4¢ American Flag, the 8¢ Champion of Liberty (Ramon 
Magsaysay), and the 3¢ Wildlife Conservation (Whooping Cranes) 
commemorative stamps of the 1957 series. 





Not all postage stamps are printed on the rotary press. The 8¢ 
and $5 denominations of the ordinary variety, the $5 postage due, 
and the 10¢, 15¢ and 20¢ special handling stamps are printed from 
flat engraved plates on flatbed printing presses which are the same 


/presses as those used in producing the 18-subject United States 


paper currency. Presently, the stamps printed on a flatbed press are 
produced on a dry pregummed paper. This paper is purchased spec- 
ially for this purpose. Its use has eliminated the gumming of the 
individual sheets of flatbed-printed stamps which method was first 
used in 1894 when the printing of postage stamps was transferred 
to the Bureau and all issues were printed in flat sheets.

TOKENS 
While these coin tokens are not rare or classed as expensive. 
They are very interesting to study and can easily be acquired. 


during its history. A study of some of these inexpensive tokens, 
reveals famous people, battles, legends, hardships, faith and cour- 
age. They were first circulated during the year 1863 after the war 
due to a shortage of small change. These coins are the size of the 
present day Lincoln cent made of bronze. The first photo shows a 
statue of George Washington, mounted on his horse with his arm 
raised. Dated 1863. With legend, ‘First in War, First in Peace.” 
The reverse has “Union For Ever” in wreath with a flaged shield. 

The second photo shows an undated token with the U. S. flag 
waving. Surrounded by (13) stars. On top of the pole sits the 
(Liberty Cap). The inscription, “The Flag of Our Union.” The re- 
verse reads (Dix) in a circle, many collectors may have often won- 
dered what the meaning of “Dix” was. During the Civil War, John 
Adams Dix, was the Secretary of the Treasury. He ordered (2) 
Revenue Cutters, stationed in New Orleans, La. to return to N. Y. 
One of the captains refused to obey, which resulted in his arrest

TEN CENTS, SILVER — HISTORIC, 
CHALLENGING 


By Harold Don Allen 





Canada’s silver ten cent piece never call-d 
a “dime’’—is unchanged in format in 100 year-, 
which makes it nine years older than the nation. 
ai A ten cent denomination was included in the 
first decimal coinage struck for the Province of Canada (Quebec 
and Ontario) in 1858. A coin of similar size and composition was 
produced for New Brunswick in 1862 and 1864 and Newfoundland 
inaugurated its decimal circulation with such a piece in 1865. But 
it was not until 1870 that the young Dominion of Canada released 
her first coinage, which included 1,600,000 of the ten cent silver coin. 
Seventy-five dates of this federal ten cents have appeared, with a 
number of interesting sub-varieties, Like all Canada’s coins, these 
pieces broadly type themselves by reigning monarchs, and a type 
collection should not be difficult to acquire, though individual dates 
may be decidedly scarce.

Prior to 1908, Canadian ten cent pieces without mint mark 
were the work of the Tower Mint, London, England. The ‘‘H” mint 
mark, known on some or all the ten cent coins of eleven dates of 
this series, indicates a piece struck at the private Heaton Mint, 
Birmingham, England, with which the Tower Mint sub-contracted. 
Since 1908, all Canadian coinage has been struck at the Royal Can- 
adian Mint, Ottawa, with no mint mark employed on decimal coin- 
age for Canada. (The “C” mint mark appears on certain Newfound- 
land coins and on Ottawa-produced gold sovereigns. ) 


It is interesting to note that there are no less than thirteen 
dates since 1870 for which no ten cent pieces were struck, including 
the entire period from 1922 to 1927. Unlike the silver five cent and 
fifty cent pieces of the same decade, however, no ten cent coins are 
considered to have been melted down. Referring to an earlier period, 
on the other hand, melting down of surpluses might be one explan- 
ation of the demonstrated scarcity of all silver denominations of 
1875 coins. 


Ten cent pieces dated prior to 1910 have become virtually un- 
obtainable from circulation, except for the odd specimen marred by 
extreme wear. Even coins dated in the later years of the George V 
reign are difficult to pick up in presentable shape. So the accom- 
panying chart mut be modified. in the reader’s mind to present a 
true picture of present rarity. Among Victorian and Edwardian 
pieces in acceptable preservation, the first half of the chart offers 
a fair graphing of comparative scarcity, if the 1875 confusion is 
borne in mind. The second part of the chart is a good picture of 
today’s circulation, but the older dates that turn up are definitely 
worn. 


Of the attractive Schooner Bluenose reverse, introduced with 
the coinage of George VI and retained on present (Elizabeth II) 
coins, earlier dates are showing wear, but only the slim 1948 release 
(422,741) calls for much of a search. 


The ten cent coin, generally, is one of which a fair representa- 
tion can be obtained from pocket change but the Canadian col- 
lector of this series has a right to lament not being born — or start- 
ing collecting twenty years sooner, when most of today’s scarci- 
ties could fairly easy be found. 


The legendary ‘1936 dot’ ten cents we have included in the 
statistics for 1936, regardless of the fact that they were struck the 
following year. What with 192,000 missing dots, or missing ‘“‘dimes”’, 
we prefer to affirm the variety as non-collectible, and point out that 
if one turned up with dot missing, any collector would unhesitantly 
class it as ‘‘1936’’. Hence, our statistic. 


The 1947 ‘Maple Leaf” variety, which exists for the same sort 
of stop-gap reason as the fabled ‘‘dot”, is plentifully accessible - 


in fact, as noted, it is the normal 1948 which proves difficult to | 
| 


acquire. 


Varieties exist in several other dates, notably the 1893 and 


1913, but the ten cent series lacks the great diversity of minor vari- 
ations characteristic of Canada’s George VI fifty cent coins.

We shall deal next column with the silver 25 cents, a coin 
which, perhaps by virtue of its larger format, persists in its earlier 
dates in somewhat better preservation than the ten cents, and can 
be surprisingly interesting to collect.

TEXAN’S CELLAR 

HOUSTON, Tex. Eight tons 
of silver dollars have been found 
in the cellar of the late multi- 
millionaire James M, (Silver Dol- 
lar Jim) West. 

West got his nickname because 
he liked to give away silver dol- 
lars to his friends. He died last 
Dec. 18 at the age of 54.

Many of the coins appeared to 
have been freshly minted al- 
though they carried dates as far 
back as 1922 and 1923.
